tlH“ trotting deiNtrtiueiit of the Herald a few da.vs 
ago lo the eifect that the National Fair and Exposi- 
tion Comiiau.r of New Y'ork pmp««s«sl lo ladd in 19i:j 
a thlrt.vsla.vs' fair, with niuiiiug and trotting races, 
at some iMHiit in Greater New Y'ork. 

The president of tife association is K. M. Williams 
• if I'eiim'ssee. a vouiig man w1m> has hail iiiueh exjie- 
ri«Mice at tla‘ great fairs of the smith and west. He 
is persoiiall.r well known to the liest men <■onne^■t■■«l 
with the tiHironghhreil in his own state. His graml- 
fatber was a elos<‘ friend of General Harding, the 
first owner of Belle Meade, and Mr. Williaiiis is a 
praetical hreisler himself. His idea is that this 
great city of live million |ieo|de will he glad to have 
a chance to turn out to a fair, esiat-iall.s as, in addi- 
thai.t<» the onliiiary attractions, he intends to have 
all the liest trotters and as iiiaii.v of ibe best runners 
as tlnir owimts will seiat to take |»art iu It. lie 
thinks that the great masses of the |ie«iple, who. be 
sa.vs, an* nsirc or less prejmliced against the la*ttiug 
«'ud -of racing, wouhl look favorahl.v ii|iou pro|>os*s| 
legislative n*Iief after the.v had tiecouie iiersonslly 
•sigiiixaut of the tiiier. mon* sentimental features of 
racing, Imth in running or trotting. 

Mr. Williams seems confident that his financial 
iMckers will reap large returns uiam their invest 
iiieuts. and that the proposed fair will mark aa 
eiioch In amusements in this part of the country, 
lie tohl me that he i-ould have his choice of several 
existing race courses upon which to hold his fair. 
Without eliciting from him any specific place upon 
which his mind dwelt. I glcan^ from other sources 
that the Brighton Beach coarse raa.v be the seene of 
the iwupused th!rt.v -days’ fair. It is within half an 
iHmr’s ride of the Maiihattau CHy Hall, -is aeeessibie 
by tke w-ater routes, ami in the month of August 
tMrticnIarly the Kh-a of thi* fair combined with sea- 
si de at tmctioiia wight prove a wonderful financial 

llinvever. to bold a thirty-da.vs* running meeting 
Mr. W’llliams wmild have to se<-iire the aiHiruval of 
fbe Jockey (*liih stewards, and that is the rook upon 
which his ship may fiaiuder. for. tlnmgh we are not 
yet ill tile in*w .rear, the ipiestiou of racing dates is 
now a Siiiurci* of soon* imshtatiou to the stewanls oi. 
account of the claims of Jamestown. IMiiilico and 
Mam* dc Gram* for spring nie<*tings, to say uuthi:ig 
of what uia.v have to Im* done on the New Y'ork 
circuit. Then* is a strong o|>timistic feeling that 
we are to have ra«-ing on some «if the hs-al ••onrs.-s 
ill 19i:t. and it is even said that Belmont Park on 
OecoratitHi da.v may Ite tin* first to o|ieu the ball. 
TIn'ro has been talk of three days a we«*k. Imt lliis 
may imt satisfy horsemen, who natiirall.v will waul 
ever.vday racing. Those who look ho|icfiilIy forwa.i! 
•U*clan* that Saratoga at ii*ast will have ever.v-<l:iy 
racing. Then tlH-n* are the amateurs to ksik out f-tr. 
The Idrtli of the Piping Bia-k Kaeiiig Ass<H‘latioii. 
with its attendant princely lilicralit.v in tlie matter 
of large stakes, has given the s|s»rt a great ii|difr. 
There is a lot of iu*w. young IdmsI ii)ter(*sl«*«l in rae. 
lug sln«-e Piping Uoek came into existeiu-e. .Mer- 
•-bants with priiK-el.v iuoaiies abuiiud in the list of 
sulisrtUiei-s to the new stakes to be run next year. 
At tin* OcloisT ine<>ting there was a liewilderiug 
arrp.v of multi-iniIlionain*s *‘eheek hy jowl” with 
tlM recogliiseil leaders in fashioualde functions. 

Antoiig others I saw there were the widow of the 
late Eilwaril II. Harrimaii. wlnwe son .\verill nwinil 
one of the |sHii<*s wliieli ran there, and her smi-iu 
law. Robert L. Gerr.v. whosi* horses ran during tne 
iiM’eiing. With Mrs. Harriniau's part.v were Kohert 
H. I»velt. tin* lawyer win* was Mr. Harriniau’s ehief 
adviser, and is ie»w in the same eontfdeiitial |s»si- 
th*n for the widow. Two elora* rijatires of the 
famous line of .\liraham Straus are also newi-oniers 
•m the turf, brought into it h.v the Piping Bm-k 
feier. The .Messrs. F’ratt of^taiidard Oil fame are 
large laml owners near Piping Biieb. and <>n the 
|iro|a*rly <»f one of thi-iii is ls*ing built a lot of stab 
ling ami s<-veral eottagioi ill which the newisimers in 
the ranks of owners nia.v sl<s*p overnight wlieu they 
•smie <Iowii to s<*e their .vmiugsters do their morning 
exen-fw next spring. 

This .veiing assiK-iatioii. of wliieli Mr. Paul t'ravath 
Is the head, is extremely aiubitimis. It ilesires to 
atapiire as many of the old-time turf fixtures ftir :t.s 
program as |a*ssiMe. The latest additioii t<i its 
scliediile is tin* liamlsoiiieir eiidoweil Whitney Me- 
inorial Sf«*epleeliasi*. to wliieh ea«4i .vear for thi* next 
tbi'ee H. P. Wliituey is donating $.'t,ti(il> as a memo- 
rial to Ills father. The rai'e has always Ias*u a 
mitahle one at Itidinont Park. Twl«*e was it won h.v 
’rh<*inas nit<-li< <N-k. Jr., with his gr<*at jiim|ier thaal 
ami Plenty, and in its third year this fine old liorse 
ran s**<'ond. Om* da.v re«a*iitl.v it was my duty to 
make a trip liy automobile from Hempstead, ij. I., 
to an old fanu some miles distant, upon which a 
|iyint-t<»-|M>iut racs* was to tie niii. Our road for si*v- 
eral iiiil«*s was over tlie Jericho ttirnpike, and my 
attentMHi was attracted to a s«*rles of lieautifully 
trimmed liedge fems-s. with wings nearly eighteen 
inches higher than the juiii|is tbeniselves, and en 
eireied by a fairly wide dirt track. It was the home 
at Westbury of Thomas HltehixK-k. Jr., and as I 
looke«l ti|KHi the neatl.v kept grounds I no longer 
wondered at tlie long-eontiniieil dominance of Mr. 
Hitehco'-k with his st**eplechascrs and show hors«*s. 
for here tln-y get the best possilde schooling, often 
with their owner up. also with his wife and daughter 
ihiiug. and again with J. laimhert in the saddle. 
Ijinibert lias Is-cn in the employment of Mr. Hitch- 
cock f«*r eighteen years. 

It was at Westbury all summer that .Mr. Hitch- 
ciH'k M-boole<l his pbeiioinciiHl tlirec-year-olil filly 
Meadowsweet. t>.v Y'ankee— Canu»«>, hy Hastings, 
which Won at Piidiig Ris-k in siieh decisive st.vlc as 
to pi'otiii't iHT new owm*r. Aniliros»* Clark, to serateh 
her from ilie llarls>r Hill, worth at least Sl.tatu. aed 
shill *'• <an-«* to Kiiglaml. where she now i.s. 

Speaking «>f Mr. Clark. I heani tie- <*tln-r «la.v that 
in 11*19. at one of our nniatenr steeplccliase' iiie.*i- 
lilgs. theie was a defi- it of $t.:{ia*. whi<-li he drew a 
•■be«k fer and thus out of pure s|inrtsmansliip uia>le 
go^. Meadowsweet had n«*\er run in public wh-*ii 
be purchased her for A'l-bt*** fr^sn Ylr. HitcInsM-k. and 
her victory ••ver so g-sid a trial horae as Highbrldge 
pleased him immensely. 

A man I know tohl me t'sla.v that H. P. Whitney 
has no less than eighty polo mmies iu training at 
hio pla«*e at Westbury. L. I., for next June's inter- 
national matches, if an unlimited expenditure can 
bring it about, the |>olo cup will remain on this side 
of the water.

lairgely because of conditions arising from tlie continued suspension of racing on the New York tracks, 
.Marylami has become an important racing center. Racing on a conserrativc. but at the same time sub- 
stantial scale, has Ix-en numbered among the diversions of the Marylanders since colonial days, and it seems 
jjiiitc the natural thing that the sport sbon'd have expanded as it has when the opportmiity presented itself. 
Ihere are now three admirable tai;e tracks within the Iwrders of the old commonwealth and the ciicnit is 
one that is patronixed by many of the most prominent of American owners. Pimlico, the oldest of the three 
ii-nrses. has long bo«*ii noted cs a raeiag ground and has been the scene of many a notable contest lietween 
faiiioiis American, tlioroagbbreds. Its patronage is largely drawn from the first families of Maryland and 
mlioinmg states, with the result that meetings at this track are among the notable social events of each 
succeeding year iu that iocalUy. Laurel track was built last year and the races there are coudiicted 

II*. connei-thHi witli a state fair. ThI two meetings so far given at Laurel have been eminently snccrssful. 
The Havre de Grace track was built and opened this year. Its imtronage comes largely from the great city 
of Philadelpliia, <m acenout of its convenient accessibilitv from that point.

JUAREZ MEETING IN STRIDE 



PATRONAGE AT MEXICAN TRACK GREATLY IN 
EXCESS OF FORMER SEASONS THERE. 



Better Horses Now Coming Into Action as Result 
of Improvement in Tradx Conditions— Pan 
Zareta Takes AU-Aged Handicap. 



El Paso. Tex.. Decemher 14. — More lhan iwo weeks 
of tbe JiH'key Cliih Juares moe4ing has now pas.se<l 
info history and tbe meeting is well in its stride. Bach 
day shows an iuiiirovenwnt in attendance as com- 
pan*il with tiie one preeediiig it and the betting has 
p|ie<‘n nunsiiatly heavy for tbe early ]iart of snch a 
long meeting. It is u healthy sort ot betting, lieing 
devoid of the iduuging that makes business un- 
settletl in a betting ring. Each day brings new ar- 
rivals to tip* city of El Paso bent on attending tho 
races at Jnarex. In fact, almost every visitor to 
Ei Paso regardless of their liking for racing, goes to 
tbe Jockey Club Juares to see a day’s sport and not 
a few, after inspecting the great plant, decide to go 
no fnrtbor and as a result wlH spend tbe winter 
here. 

Drapite the niifavurable weather and track condi- 
tions that have prevailed, tbe meeting is in a more 
prospernns and promising conditiou tiuin ever before 
in the history of the Jockey Clnb Juares. Tbe at- 
tendance has lieen far above the average of past 
years, spe4*nlatiou is much livelier and there ip an 
air of prosperity all aroumi that is moot eDooura^ng. 

Tims far the ehea|ier of the western and Texas 
horses, owing to tlie lack of condition of tbe better 
class of liorses liocause of liad weather, have bail 
their innings, but with improved conditions, tbe 
quality of tbe fields has improved daring tbe past 
few days and the “bush” horses will be relegated 
to tbe rear. 

The fourth race today, a handicap at five and n 
half fnrlongs. was ran in the fastest time of tbe 
present meeting. J. F. Newnmn’s two-year-old Pan 
Zareta showed her heels to a good band of sprinters 
and demonstrated her gameness by standing a long 
drive. Lady Panchita challenged an eighth oat and 
in a stirring finish, the juvenile ontnmed the older 
mare. Lady Panchita is now rounding to tbe good 
form she displayed on the Inter-Monntain circuit 
last summer when she took tbe measure ot soaae o( 
tbe best sprinters that raced in tbe west, nw- 
buska, which has been on the shelf for some time, 
made his initial appearance in this race and per- 
formed in a creditable manner. Cracker Box ran a 
promising race and elotvd gail.'intly. 

Ethel Samson won her first pursi* of the meeting 
for Geoige Odom and was hid up hy Jack Sturgis 
from $3()U to $500., at wbteh figure Mr. Odom let 
her go. 

William Beverle.v returned to the layers’ row at 
tbt^ draw. 

The dtssulutkin of the partnership between F. M. 
Hopiier ami W. Freeman, which was to have taken 
plaoi* t<Nlay. did wit occur.

W.dOO eat-h. and are bard to get — that is, the right 
MH't. Ywi won’t find tbtirongbbreds averaging $3,000 
••a«‘h.’’ Siwe then, however. Ro»-k Sand was sold 
for a great price, and I don't think that Mr. Beimoiit 
would have <'tiutiniied to I*reed him to jkiIo |K>iiy 
mares if be had remained here. 

Racing men who read re«-entl.v of the Maryland 
Jockev Club’s determination t«* devote lo charity all 
its profits over 6 per cent and necessary ex|ieiises 
think that if some of the surplus thus set aside were 
to be used lo import high-class stallions and marw 
to this countrv some good would be achieved. To 
I heir minds, if all tin* racing men are sincere In 
their declaratUui that they are carrying on the sp<jrt 
f«»r the improvement of the breed of horst*ttesh, the 
way to do it Is to resume im|H>rting. Nothing of 
that kind has lieeii done In four .vears. and the ques 
I km asked is. How long can racing lie carried on un- 
less the bieeil Is maintained? Au.voue kisiws that 
our present exielleuce in horseflesh is largely due lo 
the steadv iiii|iortatkms which have been going on 
for mort' ‘than a hundred years, with an occasional 
check due to legal barassmeuts of betting, and to 
the Civil War. I have no doubt that the vast ma- 
joritv of practical breeders will admit the sii|ierior- 
ity of the importisl horse or mare to those of native 
likiod. If joii want a shining example of the suc- 
cess of Imported blood, look at Mr. Keene”s tre- 
mendous triumphs, nearly all achieved with imported 
IiUmkI. on one side or the other, though of course I 
admit the super-excellence of the Domino horse, yet 
be also was th<‘ grandson of Alarm, which was a 
thoroughbred English horse on both sides. I con- 
fess to a great regard for the Engiish racehorse, and 
my belief is strengthened each year when I read of 
how horsemen from all over the world gather at 
Doncaster and Newmarket three times a year to *n- 
ileavor to secure good blood for their owu particular 
countr.v. , , 

In connection with this. I hear that Mr. Belmont 
was sorry to let Bock Sand go to the French syndi- 
cate which bought that horse. If Mr. Haibronn had 
not c-arried out to the letter every item of his con- 
tract when he secured the option, Mr. Belmont would 
have refused to let the hmee go. In the years to 
come It will he of melancholy interest for us to read 
of the stiMl triumphs of Rock Sand. Meddler. Irish 
Lad. Ethelhert. Uncle, and Peter Pan, all noted in 
America, but all now located In France. Also, we 
will be interested to hear of how Maskette. Biturica. 
Poiie Joan. Curiosity. Swiftfoot, and other grand 
mares now in Franct' will do in the stud. 

At the time of this writing I learn with great 
regret that Major Foxhall A. Dalngerfleld’s illness 
has taken a turn for the worse. He is at Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital at Baltimore. I have often wondereil 
what Mr. Keene would have done without the sterling 
ability of Major Daingcrfield at Castleton. What mere 
emiiloyee could have been depended upon so much as 
was Major Daingerfleld? Think of the problens 
which iM^t him in the care of the invaluable mares 
and stallions.; And then the proper knowletlge of 
tlie matings of those horses. I know of course th.it 
Mr. Keene naturally selected the stallions for the 
mares, hut also naturally be must have leaned 
heavily ii(ion Major Daingerfleld, who would know 
all about the individualities of the animals. Mr. 
Keene’s aniuous duties in New York prevented him 
from going to Castleton more than once or twice a 
year, on the average. Therefore, the illness of 
Major Daingi-rfleld is as great a loss to Mr. Keene 
as it is to the immediate family of that splendid old 
eoldier. ■ Joseph J. Burke.

RUNNING OF THE CAHBRIDGE8HIRX. 



Incidenta Attending tke Seciaion of One of Eng- 
land’s Moat Famous Handicaps. 



No great race ever sprang into prominence and 
|ecH*ularlty so qiiiekly as the Cambridgeshire. First 
run for iu 1S39. the entries increased from fifty-five 
iu its iuaugui'al year to lt>2 a decade later, aud iu 
1853 uo less than 2U0 animals were uomiuated for 
the rac-e. It was Mr. Bowes, the owner of the great 
West Australiau, who predicted that the Cambridge- 
shire wcMilcl develop into the most important handi- 
cap iu tlie world, and that flue sportsman lived 
to see his prediction not far from fulfilled. His 
cartsT as au owuer of horses exteueleil over half a 
eeutury, and be was wont to recall with pride that 
two of his animals. Hetman Platoff and Mickletou 
Maid, rail second and third in tbe first Cambridge- 
shire that was ever deciiled. The date of that 
event was .Monday, October 28, 1839, and a great 
concourse came to Newmarket to witness the cele- 
bration of the new handicap. The race fell to Mr. 
Bamsay's good horse, Laiiercost, a son of Livenmol 
— Otis, which, carrying 121 iwuiids. aud beiug then 
four years old, won very easily in the straw Jacket, 
green sdi-eves and black cap of his highly popular 
owner. There were twelve runners, Lanercost start- 
ing third favorite at 9 to 2. 

Admiral, or as he then was. Captain, Rous used 
to declare that he never witnessed a finer i* more 
thrilling struggle than that at tbe finish of the 
Cambridgeshire iu 1843. A fair-sised sheet would 
have covered tbe first five horses as they flashed 
past the judge, Mr. Eddison’s Nat winning by a 
short head from Mr. Crockford’s Pineapple, with 
Mr. Towuley’s (^oranna beaten a like distance for 
second place, and Newcourt and Semiseria close up. 
W. Boyce was on the third, and that experienced 
jo^ey complained after the race that the two lads 
on tlie winner ami ruuner-iip “had ridden more like 
old bauds than young ’uns, the little devils.” The 
Baron was tlie most distinguished horse in tbe 
field two years later, he having just previously 
carried off both the St. Leger aud Cesarewitch. The 
winner of the Cambridgeshire, however, proved to 
be Mr. Greville’s good Venison colt. Alarm, which, 
carrying 197 pounds aud that splendid old-time 
jockey, N. Flatman, won the big event of the 
Houghton Week with ease from Mr. Ward’s Event, 
a filly of bis own age to which he was allowing 
twenty-one pounds. 

In 1847 the race was won by a tank outsider in 
Mr. Leigh’s old mare. The Widow, to which two 
good horses. War Eagle and Collinwood, finished 
second and third. It was tbe general opinion, how- 
ever, that the last-named was unlucky not to have 
w<m. He was soon after the start badly Interfe.'oil 
with by a filly called Queen Mary, the mount of 
little Kitchener, and being nearly knocked over, 
lost much ground that he was unable to recover. 
His jockey. Sam Kogers, usually the most placid 
of men, was, it was said, so irate that he sought out 
Kitehener and uiade bis disgust clear to that youth 
by means of a stout cudgel. Otdllugwood also took 
part in the Cambridgeshire in 1848 and 1849, his 
weight being 122 iwunds aud 130 pounds respec- 
tively, ami on both occasions the horse made a big 
show*. 

Veteran turfites used to declare that the weather 
conditions prevailing on 'fuesilay, Octolier 2t$. 1852, 
when the Cambridgeshire was run for. were the 
worst ever experienced iu connection with a great 
race. There was a iierfect hurricam' of wind, a 
deluge of incessant rain, and a morass of mud. 
The race was won by I»rd Bruce’s Knight of the 
8hire, a moderate animal that was afterwards re 
named Uncle Ned and put to steeplechasing. He 
was last beard of in a minor jumping contest at 
Warwick, seven years after making his big hit 
on the famous heath. The sensational Hobble 
Noble wa.s second to him and the Oaks winner. 
Lady Evelyn, third. Lord Anglesey’s Saltan started 
at 40 to "l when he and Jem Goater bowled over 
all tbe favorites in 1855, and Mary, a daughter of 
Idle Boy, which was second to him, at 100 to 1. 

Tom Parr gave $40 only for Malacca, by Batan — 
Alice in Decemlier, 1855, and ten months afterwards 
landed with him iu the Cambridgeshire, (wmrth 
$8,375 that year) and a fortune in bets. Second to 
Malacca was Vengeance, wliidi had won the Ce- 
sarewitch. aud was originally, when known as T^ 
Chicken, tlie property of the villlanous Palmer. Odd 
Trick, which won in 1857, also belonged to Mr. 
Parr. As a sou of Sleight of Hand, the colt, which 
was bred by Sir Tattou Sykes, was very aptly 
named, and he won the big race very easily, having 
also sewed iu a handicap plate on the previous day. 

The honors of that Cambridgeshire, however, 
rightly lielongeil to the black three-year-old. S»nn- 
terer. which, ridden iiy John Osborne, carried 124 
pounds into third place. Eiirydice starteil at 40 to 1 
when victorious iu 1858, but Red Eagle, a year 
later, lirought off au even greater surprise, his 
price, wlieu the flag fell, being 50 to 1. 

Oiir volatile neighbors made their first serious 
attempt on the race in 1860, wht'n their six-year-o’d 
mare Mademoiselle de Chantilly came over to run 
in it. rtUe bad 112 iMJUiids to carr.v. and one Hearn- 
lien was engaged to ride. The idea of her victory 
was derided liy the exjierts of the day. and she 
started at 50 to 1. but it was only by a head that 
she faileil to win for Count F. dc Lagrange. The 
winner was the highl.v tried Weatherbound, which 
Mr. Swindell afterwards dcclarisl to be “the great- 
est certainty I ever bad to do with.” A year later 
the Cambridgeshire went to Prance li.v the aid cf 
Palostro. and, as ever.vone knows, the victory has 
iKH'U something more than merely rcpeateil during 
the half lentury that has elapsed since then. 

Many Derby winners have taken part In the 
Cambridgeshire during the history of that event, but 
no better one. prohabl.v, than Gladiateiir, which, as 
a three-year-old in 1865, fresh from his classic tri- 
umphs both ill England and France, was paid tbe 
compliment of iK-ing asked to carry 138 pounds ?n 
the gn-at handica|>. Such was bis reputation that lie 
starteil favorite, but the task was beyond even his 
great iiowers. and he was itnplacoil behind Mr. Sut- 
ton’s Gardlvisure. which won b.v a neck from Lord 
Poulett’ji Nv. Galtcc More, as a throe-.'fear-old, car- 
ried 133 iKiiinds in the Cambridgeshire of 1895, and 
he, a triple-crown hero like the mighty Frenchman, 
also failed in the endeavor. Bine Gown, another 
Derby winner, was second with 126 pounds, in 1868. 

The late Major Stap.vlton of the Queen’s Bays, 
was fouil of telling his cronies that he was never so 
near to winning one of the reeognixed great events 
as when his Syrian, ridden by W. Gray, was just 
beaten in the Cambridgeshire of 1870. The winner 
was CiNint Renard's Adonis, tbe mount of F. L.vn- 
hain, which starteil favorite at 6 to 1, whereas the 
piiin? of Syrian was ;i'l to 1. There W'as an accident 
during the race, two of the ruoners. Acute and 
Dubois, falling, and the former, having broken her 
tbiirb, was there and then destroyed. 

No race has more interesting annals than this 
famous handicap. Foxball's brilliant triumph under 
126 (sMiiids; the scarcely less Imposing victor.v of 
Plaisanterle; the sii|»erb achievements of Bendigo; 
the defeat of St. Miriii. which broke Fred .\rcher’s 
lieart; the gallant triumph of that miiltum in parvo. 
La Kleche; all these and other feats linger long iu 
the memory, and make one regret to write “loha 
Issl” of the Cambridgeshire, now only a pale shadow 
of its former self, its glories dimmed, if not alto- 
geilier dciiarteil. — London Sportsman.
